The so-called Hague 
court of arbitration is not a court, 
Dr. Van Dyke asserted, but is a 
needful and useful panel of ref- 
erees, and most of its wise de- 
cisions have been in the nature of 
compromise. 


He then traced the evolution of 
thought to the present demand for 
the outlawing of war. In the old 
days, he said, neighbors fought 
-out their differencesgby force. That 
was private war, condemned by 
civilization. Courts of justice have 
taken the place of sword and pis- 
tol. Armed conflict between na- 
tions is public war, the old bar- 
barous way of settling public dis- 
putes. But before war can be out- 
lawed we must have a World Court 
to try out the cases which set na- 
tions at variance, Dr. Van Dyke 
said. The court would be worth- 
less unless upheld by the organ- 
‘zed, major forces of civilization, 
he added.

Athletic Committee of Eastern Institution 
Declares Rockne Signed Three-Year 
Contract—Bitterness Apparent 
in Statements

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Columbla University officials announced 
tonight they had withdrawn their offer to Knute Rockne of Notre 
Dame, to become head coach of the local football squad. 


Action by the Columbia Foot-| 
ball Committee followed a long 
conference this afternoon with 
Rockne, during which he admitted 
he was already under contract to 
the Universit of Notre Dame, 
where he nal acted as coach for 
eight years. 

In an official statement, te 
Cbhlumbia committee also said 
Rockne had signed a_ three-year 
contract to coach football at Co- 
lumbia, effective next spring, but 
made no attempt «to explain 
Rockne’s failure to reveal the ex- 
istence of his contract with the 
Indiana institution while nego- 
tiating the new agreement. 

Says Rockne Signed. 

Columbia's statement follows:

“Several weeks ago Mr. Knapp 
initiated the discussion again and 
as at that time I saw a possibility 
of being released, we entered into 
an agreement contingent upon my 
securing said ¥Yelease. However, 
immediately on my return to South 
Bend, I wrote Mr. Knapp the letter 
I have already mentioned, tn which 
I stated that the agreement was 

off. 

‘In spite of this fact, last Friday 
night, in Philadelphia, I saw the 
‘announcement in the paper, te my 
intense surprise. I came New 
York as fast as I could with Mr. 
Joseph Byrne and Mr. Rupert F. 
Mills, Notre Dame representatives 
in the East. Having jn mind sav- 
ing the Columbia authorities as 
much embarrassment as possible, 
we got into contact with Mr 
Knapp. We discussed the 
best possible explanation te the 
press for all concerned. 

Blames Knapp of Columbia. 

“At 4 o'clock Mr. Knapp left, 
but we sald that if he were not 
back by 6 o'clock we would issue 
our own statement. At 6 o'clock 
hotel, where 
Knapp joined us. We spent 
over an hour discussing the state- 
ment to be issued to the press by 
Columbia, but as we were sitting 
there, we were called up by news. 
paper men and informed that Co, 
lumbia already had issued a state. 
ment. 

“In view of the fact that this 
unfair statement was issued and 
kept secret from me, I felt it best 
to tel! the true facts of the on6e, 
which are m above.

him. Across a burro's withers is 
a black line. Let the rider dare 
trespass beyond that point, and 
away he will be hurled over the 
burro’s head, unless he is an ex- 
pert broncho buster.

It is as though 
nature had drawn that line across 
the burro’s back as a safety mark.

fore I appeared at the rendezvous 
I worked diligently on ny mount

Sande’s First Horse. 


T WAS about this time, I he- 

gan riding my first horse, a 
creaky old fellow 22 years old and 
blind in both eves. These physica] 
defects were nothing in my young 
life. At nine years of age I was 
far from being a connisseur of 
horses, and this antiquated speci- 
men satisfied my craving for the 
sport of riding as well as though 
he had been a Zev or a Sarazen. 
Every day I would swing my little 
legs astride the back of the sole 
occupant of our stable and canter 
down to the cow camp, where I! 
knew the cow punchers well. They 
were a great crew; whole-hearted 
chaps who were content with the 
smattering of education they had 
received in the district schools and 
who understood no code of living 
except that known only to the 
Western people who spend their 
days and nights in the outdoors. 

The first race I ever rode I won. 


| It was not the kind of a. horse you 
who visit tracks todav see me on, 


but a poor, feeble old nag who 
belonged to a neighbor and who 
had been broken to the saddle.

We were headed 
straight for a lateral about 15 feet 
wide and under three feet of water, 
and Faa could see that a tragedy 
was impending unless I brought 
this streaking mount to a halt.

Karl Hansen, the mate, got his big huskie 
dogs off the ship by slings and pulleys and 
began scouting for fresh meat. We were all, 
with one exception, experienced explorers, 
and we did not fear the winter; but we left 
nothing undone in preparing for it. 

I will let others tell of our regime of work 
and recreation, rigidly followed. Combatting 
cold, loneliness and the boredom of long en- 
forced association, we were compelled to give 
close and continuous attention io details of 
morale which would seem absurd under ordi- 
nary conditions. A strident phonograph rec. 
ord, or a tale too often wepeated has been 
known to shatter the nerves of men in this 
situation. / 


Crossing the 180th Line 


—- 


When we were frozen 
degrees, 16 minutes North latitude and 175 
degrees West longitude. Our continuous ob- 
servations, as the days wore on, showed ns 
that the ship was being carried by the ice in 
a general westerly direction. The ship’s chart 
shows a jagged, looped zig-zag line, marking 
the course of the currents which carried us 
across the international date line, 180 de- 
grees longitude to 163 East longitude, chang- 
ing the longitude from West to East. 

In the depth of winter, we lay between two 
large ice floes. They seemed to be creeping 
on us. We wondered whether our ship could 
withstand the pressure. Everywhere around 
us were great hummocks of ice—fantastic and 
unreal they seemed in the cold moonlight 
watches. This feeling of unreality grew on 
us as the midnight sun began spiralling over 
the horizon. 7 

The unceasing assault‘ of the ice made it 
necessary to stand the watch continuously. 
Our sledges were packed and dogs and equip- 
ment always were/ready, in case our timers 
should break in the vise, and we should hare 
to quit the ship.

Preparations for the Winter 


We made ready for the winter. We were 
still hopeful of drifting across to Spitzberg- 
en, but the prevailing northerly winds were 
against us. Until then, we had been drift- 
ing south of and virtually parallel to the 
course taken by the Jeanette in her famous 
drift, 1879 to 1881, and it seemed to me 
that we should now intersect this coyrse. But 
instead of crossing this course, we were driv- 
en by northerly winds 100 miles straight soutn. 
Had it not been for these winds, we probably 
should have drifted north of De Long's 
Island and across the polar sea, and, by great 
good luck, might have reached Spitzbergen 
that year. 

As it was, we spent the winter of 1923-24 
virtually in north latitude 75 and east long- 
itude 155. The west northeasterly drift was 
resumed in the spring of 31924 and, on Aug. 
9, 1924, brought us toa position north of the 
New Siberian Islands, in latitude 76 degrees, 
°5 minutes and longitude 143, wrere we suc- 
ceeded in getting out of the tice. A few days 
previously we had reached our farthest nortn, 
76 degrees, 56 minutes. , 

We had taken with us a small Curtiss 
Oriole airplane, to assist in observations, and 
to gather data on the practicability of the 
airplane in Arctic exploration. Our aviator 
Mr. Odd Dahl, made four flights, on the last 
of which the plane was hopelessly wrecked. 
I was with him on this flight and we both 
narrowly escaped death or serious injury. Our 
experience led Mr. Dah! to the conclusion that 
the aeroplane will be of little or no use in 
polar work. Broken ice fields, pressure ice 
and ice hummocks make gafe landings and 
take-offs out of the question. Mr. Dahl will 
give more details of our exploits in a later 


article in this series. 
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| - The Ice Clears 
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With the clearing of the ice in the spring 
of 1924. it is possible that we should have 
heen able to penetrate farther to the north 
and drift across to Spitzbergen, as we were 
then approximately where Hansen's ship, the 
Fram, was frozen in in 1893. The Fram 
reached Spifzbergen in 1896. While this pos- 
sibility was under consideration, we received 
wireless instructions from Capt. Amundsen 
to abandon further efforts to drift across, 
and to return to Nome. 

We remained frozen in the big ice floe until 
May 7. of 1924, a little over six months. Then 
came our sécond critical tourney with ice— 
and a miraculous bit of luck. On the above 
date, the ice on one side of the ship gave 
way and went out. On the other side, a few 
yards from the ship a large crack opened in 
the ice and a large section of that side of 
the floe went out. There remained, however, 
frozen fast to the side of the ship, a huge 
wall of ice. We knew that it meant trouble. 

Instead of an agile, bowl-shaped craft, 
slippery in the grip of the ice, the Maud was 
now a hulking monster, all but helpless with 
this great fungus on her ribs.

were jammed between a huge ice floe on one 
side, and masses of smaller ice fragments, 
approaching from the otber. The ice wall 
on the hull of the Maud prevented the lee 
cakes slipping under the ship. Instead it 
acted as a dam, and tilted by this under- 
slung pendulum, the starboard deck was 
brought under water, and a boat, hanging 
from a davit, was resting on the ice. We saw 
and understood the peril of this. A Iittle 
more of this under-surface buffeting and {ft 
would be quite possible for the ship to be 
overturned and sunk. Again we were heip- 
less. There was sSothing to do but to make 
ready for flight. 

The dogs were taken to the ice floe on the 
port side and the emergency apparatus made 
ready for a quick shift. While the ship was 
wallowing and floundering desperately, the 
under-water movement of the ice suddenly 
stopped. After about an hour, she returned 
to an even keel. It was some days before 
she got rid of the wall of ice on her hull. 

After an unsuccessful effort to take the 
shortest route east of the New Siberian 
Islands, we had to twrn around and head 
toward the Siberian shore on the western 
side of these islands. We reached Laptew 
Strait, separating these islands from the maine 
land Aug. 19, 1924, without great difficulty, 
but the progress along the Siberian coast bes 
came very difficult on account of unfavorable 
The progress toward the east 
was completely stopped at Cape Baranof, 40 
miles east of Kolyma River, on Aug. 28. After 
unsuccessful attempts at finding an opening, 
we had to estabiish winter quarters five mileg 
off. the small Four Celumn Island and the 
Bear Island group. We stayed there from 
Sept. 5, 1924, untfl July 13, 1925. Then, ag 
the ice broke up, we proceeded under oup 
own power, paralleling the Siberian coast ig 
a generally eastward direction toward Nome, 
We reached Bering Strait Aug. 11, 1925, ang 
Nome Aug. 22. Nome, I suppose, is rathe@ 
a barren and shabby place to persons accuBe 
tomed to living in civilization, but its few 
scattered electric lights looked like the grea 
white way to us. We found trouble enough,

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‘ Got Weint on Radio 


Our radio brought us the news of Captaia 
Amundsen’s flight into the Arctic. For @ 
month we hung over the receiving set in the 
forecastie, hoping, praying that ,it woulg 
bring us some good news. When We finally 
got the news of the safe return of the yvoye 
agers we were too happy for a demonstrae 
tion--too overcome. The news also seemed 
to give us brighter assurances for our owm 
safe emergence. 

The radio also brought us the news of the 
death of thé father of Dr. Sverdrup; it kepg 
us somewhat informed about what was hape 
pening in the world—although at times the 
fragmentary information was confusing, and 
we felt as if we were riding on some remote 
planet—the sense of unreality was always 
with us. Mr. G. E. Olonkin, our engineer 
and radio operator, will later tell of his radie 
experience. 

While I am a navigator and not a scicne 
tist, I am sufficiently familiar with the selene 
\.fic background of polar explorations to realj- 
ize the importance of following to the end 
this continual quest for the still hidden story 
cf the far north. Some of the remaining enig- 
mas of terrestial magnetism may eventually 
be solved by the findings of northern expedi- 
tions; the mysterious shifting of climates, 
proven by the frequent discovery of tropical 
fossils north of the Arctic Circle, may yet be 
explained; meteorological data of tremendous 
importance is being continuously compiled 
by these expeditions. It was because we all 
realized the profound importance of these ob 
jectives that we willingly fared through the 
three savage winters and the long leagues of 
ice and sea, and, so far as I am concerned, I 
am willing to go again, on any search for the 
musing chapters im the story of the earth. 

‘Even as a layman, 1 know that the finde 
ings of Dr. Sverdrup and Finn Malmgren, 
when eventually fully interpreted, will te 
valuable details in the mosaic of knowledge 
which science is slowly building. I wish te 
express my most profound admiration fer 
their staunch faithfulness to their work. They 
return without glory, and their story will ret 
no crowds to cheering. but no soldier to whom 
monuments are reared ever served more loy- 
ally in the face of greater hardships and 
perils. They, and the others, will tell their 
stories in the following chapters.

J. R. Booth began life by learning his trade 


as a carpenter in the eastern townships in 
Quebec. He crossed the border into the 
States and in Vermont recently to  distin- 
guished companions he pointed to a bridge 
remarking “that is a good bridge. I helped 
build it.”’ A large lumber-mill at Buriing- 
ton. Vt., still testifies to the interests he 
formed across the Quebec boundary in those 
early davs. . 

In 1852, 14 years before Ottawa became 
the capital of Canada he reached that site. 
then known as Brtown, a little lumbering 
village. He rented a small-shingle mill on the 
Hull side but when the landlord raised the 
rent he crossed over to the Ontario side and 
started a little sawmill on the site of his pres. 


ent great plant, on an island in the river be- 
tween the cities of Hull and Ottawa. His 
industry soon became notorious. He did not 


loaf in the winter, as other sawmillers were 
apt to do, but overhauled his milis and 
cruised for timber. His plunging in buying 
timber limits was notorious. Competitors 
said he would come a cropper. But he kept 
his mills busy for 70 years while a score of 
competitors went to smash because at last 


they had no more timber to cut. 

Once a bank manager suggested that the 
bank would finance a certain purchase. ‘Put 
that in writing,’ said Booth. At the auction, 
bidding was spirited and Booth had to pay 
$45.000 for the “‘limit.’’ as a division of tim- 
ber land is called. The bank manager said 
it was a crazy price and tried to back out, 
“You can't,” said Booth, tapping his agree- 
ment. And he made a million dollars out of 


that one limit in a few years. 

When the Canadian Parliament buildings 
came to Ottawa Booth got the contract for 
the lumber. Robert Dollar, who became the 
Pacific shipping magnate, worked for him 
about that period. 

Fifty years ago a great depression hit the 
lumber industry. Partnerships failed. Mills 
closed. Limits came on the auction block. A 
man with a pocketful of cash could buy an 
Empire, and Booth had the pocketful of cash. 
His holdings grew to around 6000 square 
miles. He became the lumber king of Can- 
ada. 


Greatest Sawmill in World 


By 1892 his eaw mills at Ottawa had a 
daliy capacity of 1,100,000 broad feet of lum- 
ber. The world had never seen such a saw 
mill. Its yearly output was over 100,000,000 
broad feet, sometimes as high as 160,000,000 
feet, though the output of the present mill is 
only 40,000,000 feet. In 1893 the greatest 
saw mill in the world was burned. Booth was 
then nearing 70 years of age. 

‘That is the end of Booth,"’ said the world. 
But not Booth. He rebuilt immediately and 
shortly afterwards added pulp and paper and 
boxes to his lumber enterprise. After that 
he became one of the great paper makers of 
America, a new career in itself. Rounding 
out the organization came shops to manufac 


ture wagons, sleighs and harness. There is 
also fhe large business at Burlington, Vt., and 
timber tracts in British Columbia. One son 


owns a couple of office buildings in Ottawa, 
but the Booth fortune is still chiefly confined 
to a single giant industry, lumber, pulp and 
paper. One does not find the booth name 
on ahy important list of directorates. 

Only once was Booth lured away from his 
beloved lumber industry. Nearly 50 years 
ago a politico-railway group in Vermont pro- 
jected a railway to act as a feeder for Cen- 
tral Vermont and to run from Coteau Junc- 
tion. near Montreal, to Ottawa and on 
Parry Sound on Georgian Bay. As the Cana- 
dian Atlantic Rallway, as the road came to 
be called, passed through Booth’s timber em- 
pire, Booth backed the project financially. It 
got into deep water and he had to take it 
over and complete it. Years later he sold it 
to the Grand Trunk Railway for $14,990,000. 
It was a good sale and the genera! impression 
was that Boath had added to his millions by 
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Princess Eric, Granddaughter of 
John Booth

But he etepped with 
vigor and his complexion was ruddy. Some 
rears ago in the yards of the plant, a large 
12-foot beam, weighing salina hundred 
pounds, fell on him, striking him over the 
back. It broke three ribs, and in falling his 
foot caught in a crevice and caused a com- 
pound fracture of his leg. His head was also 
gashed, Of course, everyone thought it was 
the end of J. R. Booth He was then in his 
late eighties His heart would not permit 
of anaesthetics for the setting, so He sat up, 
holding his son’s hand, and watched the doc- 
tors do it A great specialist was rushed 
from Montreal!

Red presents a husky athletic § figure, 
eapecially under the padding of a football 
auit. A rather handsome feilow, he agrees 
pretty well with the general public concep- 
tion of his appearance except that he isn't 
nearly ao red-headed as his nickname might 
imply His hair is of dark auburn shade 
and shows a tint of red only under strong 
light. His rugged physique has enabled him 
to go through eight years of high schoo! 
and college football withstanding the most 
vicious of tackles and pile-upe with only one 
serious injury resulting. It is a physique 
inherited from a line of Pennsylvania moun- 
tailneer ancestors. Grange was born in 
Forkville, Pennsylvania, on June 13, 1903. 
His father, Lyle N. Grange. In his young- 
er days was a lumberjack {in the mountain 
foreats of that region, but upon the death 
of Red's mother when the lad was 6 years 
old, moved with his three children to Whea- 
ton, which ts a drab suburb of Chicago. He 
is now a deputy sheriff of the little town 
and has till one more son to send to Iilil- 
nols. This eon is Garland, 20, who dropped 
out of school to work for a few months 
after completing his freshman year iaast 
epring. There is also a married daughter 


It was in this colorless little town of 
Wheaton that the now illustrious Red firet 
became conspicuous in a local way upon the 
gridiron. His father encouraged him in out- 
door sports and he made the high school 
eleven, playing first at end, later at quar- 
terback and finally at halfback. He early 
got the habit of runningthrough opposing 
teams for touchdowns and while he was a 
member of the Wheaton eleven, the team 
lost but one game——that to a Toledo high 
school—-a game lost after Red had been re- 
moved from the field because of an injury. 
During his high school career he ran up a 
record of 30 consecutive kicks for points 
after touchdowns and in one game scored 
six touchdowns and kicked nine goals from 
the field. He also gained local renown as 
a track athlete, starring in the dash events, 
the hurdles and high and broad jumps. 


Incidentally, while Red was starring at 
Wheaton, Earl Britton. who was later to be 
his teammate at Illinois, was setting the 
northern part of the State agog with his 
football exploits at Elgin, which is not far 
from Wheaton. Elgin being a much larger 
town than Wheaton, Britton'’s fame spread 
more rapidly than Red's It is said Coach 
Zuppke rounded up all the Illinois students 
from Elgin and told them to bring Britton 
back with them the next year or not come 
back at all. He also remarked that they 
might bring that fellow Grange along from 
Wheaton. too. They did both. 


YHEN Grange went out for freshman 
football he was lost in the shuffle. 
There were so many better adver- 
tised high school stars on the field that a 
place on the seventh freshman team was the 
best he could command and he was so timid 
that he came near passing up fpotball en« 
tirely. Hie first issued shoes hurt his feet 
and he was too timid to tell the coaches 
about it. He wasn't going very well until 
one day Dawson looked him up and learned 
the trouble. Red was promptly fitted out 
with new shoes and sent into freshman 
scrimmage. In his first game he broke away 
for three touchdowns, running through the 
opposition like he was later to do in faster 
company. 

The next day he was moved up to the 
third freshman team and repeated his per. 
formance against the first yearling team. 
That won him a place on the firat team and 
after one scrimmage with the varsity his 
place was secure, for he ran through the vet- 
erans just as he had run through the fresh- 
men. Even the mighty Zuppke began to take 
notice and to offer him suggestions to im- 
prove his broken field running and to get 
him out of his early habit of running away 
from his interference. 

After another summer on the ice wagon 
he came back ready for the beginning of 
the varsity career that was to make him 
famous He made his debut against Ne- 
braska in the fall of 1923 and scored three 
touchdowns by long and spectacular rune. 
He did the same thing against Big Ten 
teams and was heraided as one of the great- 
eat playera in the game. His team didn't 
lose a game that season and an All-Amert- 
can berth for Grange was one of the results. 
In the 1924 season he made even a xreater 
name for himself although he was a marked 
Ian in every game and found it increasing- 
ly difficult to break away. His greatest 
performance that year and  poasibly the 
greatest individual performance by any half- 
back in any year wae his feat against Mich 
igan when he scored four touchdowna in the 
first 12 minutes of play. 

Again he went sailing tnto All-American 
realma, and in the season just ciosed held 
firraly to his laurels with a performance 
against Pennsyivania almost as amazing as 
that againet Michigan This year he had 
etill more trouble tn getting away becauee 
every rival team centered its defensive tarc- 
tics on stopping Grange. But even if he 
didn't score so many touchdowns he was al- 
way his tearn's greatest offensive power. 


LTHOUGH hed has high hopes for his 

younger brother, Gardy, it is likely to 

be a long time before such another 
hero will take the field in the lineup of the 
“Fighting Illini." He has passed from the 
college football field and has laid aside for 
all time the orange and blue jersey with 
the big ‘77. Fer three years that num- 
ber, flashing on the gridiron, has held the 
eyes of countiess thousands. There will 
be a big scramble for it next year, but it is 
doubtful if "77" can ever work again the 
magic spell it cast during those years when 
it identified ite wearer as Red Grange of 
lilinols

AM the only famous 
actress,’’ said Clara 
Morris, sbortiy be- 
fore her death, 
“who had only one 
husband and who 
pever knew any 
family trouble.”’ It 
was true. She, 
whose stage depic. 
tions of the sinning 
woman ard the 
sinned against had moved to tears the moth- 
era and the grandmothers of today’s gen. 
eration of theater goers, had never kniown 
unhappiness in her gnarried life. On the 
stage she was Miss Multon—-a variant of 
the sinning wife in Bast Lynne, or the tor- 
tured agonised Camille, or Cora, desperate 
and driven to madness in Article 47—but !o 
private life she was Immaculate of character 
and reputation, the constant and contented 
wife of a husband whose deiitght it was to 
wait upon her hand and foot, to anticipate 
each want, each whim. 

With almost every scourge did life afflict 
her, excepting iu her love. Fatherleas, poverty- 
stricken, she suffered from birth with spinal 
trouble and never knew a day of perfect 
health. Yet she became America’s outstand- 
ing player of the most eniotional strength- 
taxing roles upon the atage. Almost with- 
out schooling, for she went to work as a 
child, she educated herself to become great. 
Wealth poured In upon her, and yet before 
she died she was penniless, and only the 
generosity of a relative who later provided 
her ad annuity prevented her home from 
being sold upon mortgage and saved the 
actress herself from the poorhouse. Driven 
from the stage by [liness she entered upon a 
new life, began to write, and left to her 
credit some aix or seven books, among them 
three autobiographical volumes, outstanding 
for thelr literary quality among the number- 
less tomes of players’ memories America has 
produced. 

For 20 years before she died, on last No- 
vember 20, ahe had been confined to her 
room. Rheumatism had made her helpless. 
She was almost totally blind. Yet, on St. 
Patrick's Day this year—-her birthday as 
well as the Saint'a—she sent thie message 
to her friends: ‘lam not sad. Here on my 
bed, I am running a three-ring circus.’ 


T. LOUIS rememberan Clara Morris, 
S though it's 21 vears aince she last was 

seen here. And she remembered 8t, 
Louis ... for the old friends here. But 
particulariy she recalled this city on St. Pat- 
rick’s Day, when, in honor of her birthday 
and the Saint's, she always pinned upon her 
breast a badge of the Order of the Ladies of 
St. Patrick. It had been presented to her by 
Charfes Stewart Parnell, after she had raised 
$2000 in 8t. Louis toward a fund to defend 
the Irish leader when he was imprisoned ae 
an agitator by the English in 1881 on a 
charge of ‘‘ijutimidation.”’ 

It is 60 years ago thie year aince ahe, un- 
kuown, unheralded, appeared with Augua- 
tin Daly's company and took New York by 
storm. And to St. Louis, after a short en- 
gagement in Philadelphia following her firat 
New York successes, she came on her first 
starring tour. The play was Article 47. 

“I felt so much at home with the New 
York audiences that I dreaded to go before 
Western people who had never. seen me,’ 
she said, ‘ong years afterward. ‘‘I was 
afraid they would not like me. But I came 
and the people of St, Louis made so much of 
me, and added so much to my prestige and 
my professional position that I have always 
been grateful.” 

“Trait was a tribute to her acting,’’ «nave 
William J. Horn, who for 560 years has been 
property man at the old Olympic and the 
American theaters here. ‘‘For Misa Morris 
taxed the patience of her audiences greatly, 
She was 
ili, you know---an invalid—well, often the 
curtain had to be held until she was able 
to gO upon the etage. And, exhausted by 
her effort in some paasionate scene, she 
would be-forced to lie in ber dressing room 
and rest during great long waits between 
the acts, so that the final curtain was eel- 
dom rung down until midnight, and I have 
seen it 1 o'clock before the play Waa 
finished." 

But they loved her, and the women 
flocked to see their favorite, ‘There were 
real teare in her own voice,” says George 8 
Johns, “when she reached an emotional 
climax. And the tears of the audience 
flowed frank and unashamed. On matinees 
the theater seemed a sea of white handker- 
chiefs. The women packed every seat. I

For, aa often as I have 
seen her, I never saw Clara Morris zo through 
one act of a play without somewhere—-while 
the audience did not notice---she took, quite 
neturaliy, almost inevitably, it seemed, some 
of the medicine that kept her going throtgh 
the act.”

Her engagement to John Cockerill was 
broken, though they remained warm friends 
for life.

He wooed the favorite of New York.

Harriott's 
father and his uncle found their way to 
her dressing room one night to ask her to

them, as to their dying days they 
laughed at the superstitions of the player. 
folk. Harriott had proposed on Friday. He 
“continued hie evil course by adding to his 
wedding gift of dlamonds a fine opal and 
finally he reached his apogee of bad luck 
by clasping the opal about my throat for 
the actual service,” she wrote in her “Life 
of a Star.’ “I may add that we were mar- 
riled on Monday—-second worst day of the 
week; on the last of November—worst 
month of the year. As we left the chure} 
the crowd waa already beginning to gather, 
for the wedding had been announced for 
3 p.m. I was laughing happily over our 
escape, when I saw a look of annoyance 
come over my lord's face and our speed 
sliackened strangely, and, oh, well, the driv- 
er had got himself tangled up in a great 
funeral. Oh, no, I'm not yet through—for 
at the vety moment we stood before the 
minister another uncle, Mr. Havemeyer, 
then Mayor of New York, whose note of ex- 
cuse and explanation grandmother was 
holding in her hand, had fallen dead from 
his chair and by some odd coincidence had 
been caught in the arms of a man bearing 
the name of Morris.” 

Misfortunes hed overtaken her. Wealth 
had fied. But 30 years later she could 
write: “The family I married into is pitifully 
shrunken and smal! now, but superstition to 
the contrary, the husband js aitting not far 
off, and not the align of a divorce decree 
is to be found in all this house. What's 
the use of reapecting omens after that?” 

“Big and ruddy and as English looking 
as if he had just left the Shires,” so Miss 
Morris described her husband. Here he fs 
remembered as quiet, thoughtful, with {roa 
gray hair, and so professionali a mien that 
those who knew him as ‘Doctor’ Harriott 
did not doubt he was a physician. “Thes 
had bought a home, at Yonkers, ‘The Pines’ 
it was called,’’ says Mr. Johns, ‘and former- 
ly it had been a part of the Edwin Forrest 
estate. He was especially interested in the 
cows on the eatate—a sort of country gel 
tleman interest, colored by the fact that he 
needed fresh milk for his wife.” ‘ 

In 1883 Miss Morris was compelled tem 
porarily to retire from the stage. Intef 
mittently during the next four years she 
appeared in New York and on tour. Finan 
cial reverses had swept away most of the 
fortunes of herself and her husband. S8h6 
launched upon a new career-——-began to write 
with considerable success. Her health im- 
proved somewhat and in 1904 she joined 
James O’Netll in an all-star production of 
“The Two Orphans” in which she played the 
role of the nun during the week of Novem 
ber 4, at the Century Theater in St. Louis.

One garage man recailed that two boys 
in a car from Adams County had stopped In 
at his piace that evening araking to have the 
lights fixed on the car.

needed time and they couldn't wait, they 
said They wanted to leave town in an 
hour, 


“It was''—and the mechanic deascribec the 
trouble with the lighting system. ‘You see," 
he added, “they couldn't depend on them. 
The lighta flickered so." 

“Flickering lighte ”’ Bheriff Condit 
remembered those words in Johnson's story 
of the murder. Bo Billy Condit hopped into 
hie car and rode east to Hastings, county 
seat of Adame County, which adjoine Kear- 
ney County, of which Minden is county seat. 

‘There were 1000 licensed care in Adams 
County's register. One thousand clews! 
It's an agricultural county and there were 
plenty of Fords. Like locking for a needle 
in a haystack was Billy Condit's job. 

Dut he persisted. Car after car was traced 


down. The first 100 were accounted for in 
Hastings. None of them had a gunahot 
mark in the back. None had a bullet hole 


through the roof of the car, through which, 
Johnson believed, Asa Ransom had sent 
the evidently fired from the empty 
chamber of his revolver. 

Then the task became difficult. Some- 
times 50 cars would be located and checked 
off in guick aucceasion Then Biliy Condit 
would come upon the number of a mechine 
aent out of the county, and often out of the 
Btate as wel!

ACK In Hastings Condit went over the 
license records. Here was something 
at last. ‘‘Seabring’’ had had a car since 
1919. In that year if had been so recorded. 
Previous to that time the name wae ‘Seal- 
ing.’ In black and white, “plain as the 
nose on your face,” was the clerical mistake 
But Charles Sealing, wealthy young farm- 
er, well-behaved, respected, ambitious, 
looked-up-to—-weil, local aides at Hastings 
juat ecnuldn’t belleve Charlies Sealing had 
anything to do with killing Asa Ransom. 
Billy Condit had followed other falee 
clews. He wasn't afraid of one more. Seal- 
ing, #0 he learned, was not living at the 
farm. He was in Hastings. For the last 
three months he had been going to business 
college there. 
And Billy Condit went to the husiness co)- 
lege. Sealing was abeent. He and the prea- 
ident of the college had driven that after- 


noon across to Grand Island in Sealing's 
car.

Ieland, but they missed Sealing’s. 

Condit returned to Hastings and, with his 
aides stationed nearby, he waited in the 
vicinity of Bealing’s home.

“It was Arthur Bartlett,” he explained. 
“who shot him. It wae Bartlett who shot 
the lock off of the door."’ And he told them 
where they would find the other man. work- 
Ing as @ stonechtter in Grand Island. 

Bealing was lodged in jail. Billy Condit 
and his deputies rushed to Grand Island. 
Bartiett they found, with hammer and chis- 
el, bending above the stone on which he 
worked. He knew their mission, but stead- 
fastiy he maintained his tunocence. 

Yet three times while he was awaiting 
trial he desperately tried to escape. One 
he broke away from the officers while they 
were searching his home in the hope of find- 
ing circumstantial evidence that would cor- 
roborate young Sealing's story. Once he 
jumped from the automobile in which ther 
were transporting him. The third time he 
leaped from a second-story window But 
he did pot get away. 

The jury believed Charles Sealing when 
the men came up for trial for murder. His 
story was convincing proof, it thought. And 
Bartlett was sentenced to pay with bie life 
in the electric chair. Sealing, charged as 
an accessory, was convicted and sentenced 
to 12 yeare in the penitentiary, in view of 
the fact that he had turned State's evidence
